THE NEW ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY, 


Тнв Arebbiehoprio of Cantorbury, vacant by the death of Dr. 
Longley, Ам eonferred on the Bishop of London, and has 
accepted. 

The Right Hon, end Right Rov. Archibald Campbell Tai 
D.C.L., who has thus been raised to the highest position in the 
English Church, was born on the 22nd of December, 1811, and is 
the fifth and youngest son of the late Mr. Crawford Tait, writer to 
the signet, of Harvieston, in the county of Claokmannan. Не 
was educated at the High School, and afterwards at the Academy 
of Edinburgh, uoder Arohdeacon Williama, ín 1827 he went to 
the University of Glasgow, where he attended the lectures of the 
late Sie Daniel R, Sandford and Mr. Bushanan. He was elected 
in 1830 as an exbibitioner on Snell'e foundation to Daliiol Colleg 
Oxford, of which he became auccessively Scholar, Follow, aa 
Tutor, He took his B.A. degree in 1520, when he was firat class 
in Classics. In 1842, on the Death of Dr. Arnold, be was elected 
tothe Head Mastership of Rugby School, and in 1850, was 
nominated by Lord Russell, taen Prime Ministar, to the deanery 
of Carlisle. On the resignation of Dr. Blomfield іп 1856, Dr. Тай 
was nominated Bishop of London, in which dio ее he has Jaboured 
with un wearied asaiduity up to the present time. 

(Тһе Venerable Christopher Wordsworth, D.D., Archdeacon of 
Westminster, who will succeed to the bishopric of Lincoln, in the 
room of Dr. Jackson, about to becomo Bishop of London, is tho 
third eon ef the late Dr. Christopher Wordsworth, fur many years 
master of Trinity College, Camtridge, and nephew of the poct. 
He was born in 1808, and was educated at Winchester whence hq 

ed to Prinity College, Cambridge, where he took hia 
В.А. degree іп 1820, when he wag senior clossic, and fourteenth 
senior optime in the mathematical tripos. In 1814 he was nomi- 
nated by Sic. R. Рел to a canon resifentiary іп Weatmiaster 
Abbey, and on tho reaignation of Dr. Bentinck in 1865 became 
Archdeacon of Weatminster—am honorary distinction which із 
conferred om one of the canons. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 


ACCORDING to the Registrar-Genergl's weekly return tho death- 
rate inst. week in London and in thirteen other large towns of the 
United Kipgdom was 27 рет 1000. In the metropolis it was 25; 
Bristol was the lowest, at 19; aud Glasgow the bighest, at 36 
The births registered іш London were 2 126 ; and the deaths, 1,507, 
or 125 1‹ вз than the estimated number for te forty-ssventh week 
of tha year. There were 118 deaths from scarlatina, but the 
Registrar contrasts this with the very satisfactorv feature of this 
week's return. During the past quarter only 58 persons have 
died from emall-pox, in an estimated population of more than 
three millions, and this favourable result may be attributed to suc- 
cess'ul vaccination, The authorities in the large towns where 
emall-pox had been very fatal are recommended to lose no time in 
carrying out measures for checking the progress of this malady,

FLOWER GARDEN, 

Пан1лАв should be taken up et orco, sa in most paris of the 
country we have had «uflicient frost to t Wup athe, ns the alto- 
ration ia their appeirance wiil tes'ify. However, whore it bas not 
already reached thew it wiil be requisite to examine them daily, 
and in the event of being bitten, lift thiir roots (sf cr having cut 
their stems down) immediately, carefully dry, and store thers away 
where revere weather cannot reach them, Commence cutting 
down and propsgatiog hollyhocks. for which purpose you may 
either have recouree to eyes fiom the flowering stems, or cuttings 
from the oid stool», ‘Tulips not planted as yet should by consigned 
to the ground without further delay, provided you can accommo 
date them with dry soil, but not otherwise, As soon ав they are 
all in, protect them with hoops and mats, for as they are very іт» 
patient of frost and wet, inattention in this res would canse 
sudden death оғ long ilinees. АП lanta in windows, frames, 
pite, and euch places should be kept entirely free from dead leaves, 
which do as much яв anything in the shape of injury. Likewise 
water them ih moderation if at all, and give them air on mild days, 
See to the tuking up, potting, and etoring of any delicate berba- 
сеоце planta, and, as a rule, complete anything and everything 
that has, up to the present moment, been left untinished. Lose no 
time in getting in hyasinihs, crocuses, enowdrops, and all bulbs, 
as the later this kind of work ia done the worso will bo the 
Civplay of bloum. Greenhouse plants generally ought to bo 
houeed for the winter, and in this siiuation they should never bo 
stinted of water, neither ought they to be permitted to go short 
of fresh air in favourable weather, nor of tbe protection from 
cold winds and frost. Give sbundance of fresh air to car- 
nations and picotees whenever the weather will permit, and as 
much light as you can command, It may bo of importance to in- 
form you that they will take no harm from slight frosts, while, as 
arulo, close confinement and too much petting, if we may ure tho 
term, will prove very injuricus to them. Examine your ranun- 
culus beds daily, for the purpceo of ascertaining whetber their 
roots are euficriug from damp, and if во, lose not a moment in 
remedying the evil, as there іа no pant, to our knowledge, more 
impatient of wet at this period of the voor than these, and as 
such it behoves one and al! to be careful of them, 

KIICHEN GARDEN. 

A bed should be made for wushioou.s us tollows :- Sood short 
stable dung, or horse droppings mixed together, with а third part 
of loamy soil till the whole mzss becomes of gentle heat, will be 
found best for a bed of this description, but care should be taken 
that it is neither heated up too high nor in too great a body, leat 
it ferment too quickly. Those of the old school, who were ill- 
acquainted with the use of the thrrmometir, were, nevertheleer, 
very successful in growing mushrooms to perfection, and, from soma 
of these, we glewn that the proper time to spiwn a b:d is when itis 
of the temperature of new milk or thereabouts. No one who has 
the sightest knowledze of gardening will dispute for one moment 
that a proper temperature at the time of spawning is the firet thing 
to be considered ; inasmuch as, if too edd, the spawn could not 

ssibly work; while, on the other hand, too much heat would 

ill it at once. So far as we have observed—and we have paid a 
great deal of attention in this respect—from eighty to eighty-five 
d: grees should be the maximum, while tie minimum point should 
be sixty-five. Tho bed should ће put firmly together in a ridge ofa 
pyramidal ог а conical form, it matiers not which, eo long as а 
sufficient pitch to carry ой the water can be ensured. 1 һер, again,’ 
a trench should be dug round the eaid bed, to receive the rain in 
the event of wet weather setting in. ‘Ihe bed itself must have’ 
ample protection at all times feom rain, both before spawning, and 
casing also, Tt wiil be necessary to cover it afterwards with a good 
twelve inch depth of clean gtraw, and, over this, a mat or two, for 
the purpose of keeping the straw in its place. The above brief re- 
marka, properly carried out. will спапге perfect success. Look to` 
the clearing of seakale and rhubarb of decayed or old leaves, and as 
коор as you have performed this operation to your entire satisfac- 
tion cayer the roots up warm, во that frost will have no opportunity 
of doing any harm. Keep such crops as cabbages, cauliflowers, 
lettuces, savoye, and Brussels sprouts, not only free from weeds 
and dead leaves, bat slugs, sniila and other vermin, and the soi] 
between them open bat frequent use of the hoe, Supposing that 
you have got in as t quantity of vegetables t» carry you 
through the winter, thig you will have done should you hava

Olerevinen, and Church Schools. The Standard boasted 
a few ovenings ago that the rising generation among 
tho poor would be Conservative —there is some founda- 
tion for the boast, but only to this extent, that in tho 
manufacturing districts tho Church is making pro- 
digious efforts to educate ecclesiastically and politically 
the working classes. It is remarkable that this is never 
taken into account in the discussions and speculations 
of the London press in connection with the phenomena 
of tho elections in the County Palatine. Mr. Gibson 
himself did not understand it, as is evident from his 
speeches; but he із now its victim. Staleybridge, 
one of the new boroughs, is in Cheshire, but it is, in 
fact, a portion of Ashton, the populous district of 
Duckinfield lying between. It is Lancashire in its 
spirit and character, is inhabited by a numerous Lan- 
cushire population, and subject to the same influences, 
Among the Ins we are glad to notice Sir Roundel 
Palmer, who will not, however, remain long a com- 
moner, as he will be Lord Chancellor in tho first Liberal 
administration. Mr. Labouchere's defeat in Middlesex 
was unexpected for much the same reason that the 
Liberals encountered so many other failures with 
astonishment—they seem not to have taken any notice 
of the progress of adverse events, but only to have 
looked at the social clements which afforded them satis- 
faction. Placing Chelsea and Hackney among the new 
boroughs swept away from the county two of its 
nuclei of Liberal voters, and deprived Westminster at 
the. same time of a portion of its Liberal support. 
Besides, as in that city, there has been a vast increase 
of houses in Middlesex occupied by those who have got 
rich by commerce, or speculation, and who think it 
respectable to apo the hizh gentleman, and affect con- 
servatism, The snobs of Middlesex are probably more 
numerous than the order is any whero else; perhaps they 
may be at all events proportionately as numerous on the 
South Coast of Devon, in Bath, Leamington, and the 
suburbs of Dublin; but their power, as a class, will be 
felt hereafter in Middlesex and Westminster, not only 
by snatching sudden and partial victories, but by the

Probably perversity, bitterness, self-assertion, over- 
bearing insolence, and national invidiousness never 
appeared in the speeches of any public man, аз thoy 
were prominent and united in thoso of the deposed 
member for Sheffield. His loss is the gain of Sheffield, 
and of practical and rational Liberalism in tho House 
of Commons. 

Mr. Lowe could not again sit for Calne, notwithstand- 
ing the influence of the llouse of Lansdowne; the 
people there grew not only tirel of him, but, liko the 
people of Kidderminster, as the Irishman said, “ formed 
а partiality against him."

HOW THEY DO IT IN ТИЕ COUNTIES. 
NEARLY all our county elections are over, and the 
‘son taught is very instructivo. Faggot votes, 
violence, and landlord terrorism have been the instru- 
ments by which tho Tory majorities have зеп secured. 
The unfortunate mistake of Joseph Hume in falling 
into the trap set for him by the Tories through the 
Marquis of Chandos is eyen now working the mischief 
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Lords Russell and Althorp prodictel. Tho fifty pound 
tonants-at-will or any other tenants occupying without 
the security of a leise, dare not vote otherwite than as 
the landlord dictates. So calamitous is the effect of this 
qualification that it swamps the independence of tho 
counties. Wero it not that there are great landowners 
who ure Liberal, we could scareely һоро to gain a single 
county election south of the Tweed. In the last Parli:- 
ment there was a majority of 47 in the county representa- 
tion, in favour of the Tories, although there was, includ- 
ing the Adullamites, a nominal majority of 80 Liberals. 
The immense expense attending a county election is 
also in favour of the Tories. The canvass, and “bringing 
ар” of electors, are on a wide scale. Tho expenses 
connected with so great a number of canvassers, legal 
and lay, are very heavy ; printing refreshments, &c., 
constitute another class of costs. So that many thou- 
sands must be spent, win or loose, ina county contest. 
There is, therefore, an indisposition on the part of men 
of even large means, unless they have some weightier 
interest to serve, to euter into a fierce county contest. 
On this occasion tho landlords resorted to every form of 
intimidation, some openly, others covertly; they havo 
made it a civil war as much as if there were an appeal 
to arms, but not so fairly, and happily not with the samo 
sacrifice of Шо. The richer landlords havo freoly ге. 
sorted to bribery at both sides of the Bristol Channel and 
the Irish sea. The Church, with exceptions ‘few and far 
between,” has brought the whole weight of her influeuco 
to bear on this election in favour of Landlordism, Тогуізіп, 
and the continued persecution and oppression ої tho 
Irish people. Тһе majority at one timo existing 
of 150 on the Liberal side, e been reduced as wo 
цо to press to 117, which is likely to be reduced still 
farther. A majority of 100 is not quite so certain as it 
was deemed, but it sti!l may be hoped for. Ono of tho 
first uses the Liberal party should make of that majority 
is to appoint a committee or a commission to investigate 


the alleged brutalities, briberies, and landlord threats, 
and for the House to take a resolute course in face of 
the magnitude of the evil. The people would be raised 
to a higher enthusiasm than has been witnessed sinco 
1832, to support a Liberal majority in vindicating tho 
sacred rights of the Franchise, aud securing the real 
liberties of the people. Either the Tenant-at-will 
qualification must go, or the Ballot must be given to tho 
County electors. Indeed the Ballot Box 1s the panacea 
for all our cloction troubles. It would not prevent 
either preliminary or subsequent fights and riots, but it 
would put an end to corruption, and, what is of still 
more importance, to intimidation. This is required in 
towns as well as counties. Tory manufacturers are as 
thoroughly tyrants as Tory landowners. А largo 
number of the millocracy of Lancashire are as over- 
bearing as they are ignorant and vulgar. Tho people 
must be protected from these tyrants by the Ballot Box. 
While freedom is lifting up the light of her countenance 
upon 80 many lands hitherto shrouded in the gloom of 
oppression, we must not allow this hideous invasion of 
our most consecrated privilege to go on in tho United 
Kingdom. Itisnotenough to provide against future 
recurrence of the crime, but the Liberal majority must 
bring the perpetrators of this infamy during the present 
election to punishment. It is of no uso to leavo them 
to public opinion, they care for no opinions but those of 
their party, and they do not know how to be ashamed. 
If we have strength, let us use it, prudently and merci- 
fully, but really and effectually, to secure to every on- 
franchised person the power of using his privilego froo 
from intimidation, 


THE MIDDLESEX ELECTION, 


Tne result of the contest for Middlesex took even the conscrva- 
tives by surprise, while many liberals must have been filled with 
amazement at flading а young nobleman, whose name perhaps 
they had heard for the first time only a few days before, winning 
іп а canter. Among the explanations offered in the course of the 
day none seems so probable as that which attributes the neutra- 
lization of the metropolitan county in parliament to fale security 
and apathy, Тһе former was, it is thought, greatly strengthened 
by the fact that at the lust contest Viscount Chelsea was ко easily 
defeated, and further, that the last vacancy was filled by a literal 
—Mr. Labouchere—without any semblance of opposition, Тһе 
existence of apathy ог supineness among a large proportion ef tho 
liberal «lectors is attributed partly to the want of union between 
the candidates, which was maniiest up to а very recent period. 
There were certainly no such drawbacks on the side of the con- 
servatives, Even a cursory observation of the proceedings on their 
part must have convinced азу one that the battle hud been care- 
fully planned, and that nothing in the way of necessary organizi- 
tion had been overlooked. In front of the priacipal committee~ 
room of Lad George Hamilion—the Westminster Palace Hotel— 
were seen from an early hour long lines of cabs and broughama, 
with placards urging voters to ** Plump for Hamilton; and the 
most active efforis io secure every voter who could bo reached 
were made, even after success was placed alinost beyond tho 
possibility of reversal. On the other hand, there were сегіңішіу 
по euch outward rigns of earnestness at the headquarters of Lord 
Enfield and Mr. Labouchere, at the Ship Hotel, Charing-cross. 
There might of course be plenty of work without much noise, but 
there із too much reason to believe that victory hid been taken 
for granted, instead of every nerve being strained to secure it. 
The nine o'clock return gave the following result ;—Eutieid, 572; 
Labouchere, 5661; Hamilton, 838. At eleven the numbers уе ё 
Enffeld, 2,907; Labouchere, 2,839; Hamilton, 4,015. These 
relutivo positions were not matcrially altered as the day advanced ; 
but the election soon fost its interest, and tbe later issues of tho 
numbers seemed to attract but little attention. By one or two 
o'clock a much more absorbing interest began to be manifested in 
the vicinity of Charing-cross and Pull-mall by another contest, 
which was proceeding ia a distant part uf the country. From the 
Carlton Club weut forth bourly returns of the progress of the 
great struggle in South West Lancashire, and tue name of 
‘Gladstone’’ took the place of those of the Middlesex cinditates. 
The numbers tek graphed frum Liverpool were exultingly exhibited 
especially after the election fortunes of the liberal leauer bad begun 
to wane, outside Lord George Hawilton’s coumiitee-room, at tho 
top of Whitehall, and the pavement soon became almost impassable 

with spectators of the return. Evea policemen caught the infec- 
‘ion, and dotted down the results with ludicrous enthusiasm, ihe 
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following is the close of the poll for Middlesex, as issued from 
the liberal central committee-roum :

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


SADLER'S WELLS. 


A DRAMA profuced at this theatre on Monday evening, with 
the title of “ Stolen, or the Street Ballad Singer," is, we believe, 
entirely new to this country, NT» it has been performed with 
success in the United States. It is fonnded upon Miss Braddon’s 
latest novel, entitled ** Run to Earth,"  Probsbly by way of anti- 
cipating hostile criticism, Miss Braddon entitled her story “А 
Novel of Incident ;’ and this description undoubtedly applies to 
this version of the American playwright. < Stolen” is above all 
a drama of incident, іт which the eharacters bear but the slightest 
resemblance to types of real life. It opens with a robbery and 
murder of an unfortunate вел captain by a treacherous innkeeper 
Dennis Wayman (Mr. R. Edgar), aided by an old familiar stage 
ruffian, Black Milsom (Mr.{Loomé). Black Milsom has a pretty 
dangbter, with a pleasent voice and winning way, Jenny Milsoui 
(Міка Hazlewood), who is employed by her father in unconsciously 
decoying victime. She becomes a witness of the murder of the 
captain, and flies from her home in horror to seek her livelihood as 
a street ballad-singer. Having fainted one evening in the street, 
she is conveyed into tho mension of Sir Oswald Eversleigh (Mr. L. 
Smythe), where she makes во great sn impression on the baronet 
that he merrics her, perty from affection, and partly by way of 
thwarting the expectations of a scape-grace nephew. The ecape- 
grace nephew aided by another villain, persecutes her, and numerous 
complications follow, from which she is finally rescucd by Joyce 
Harker (Mr. J. H. Fitzpatrick), a worthy comrade of the murdered 
captain, who has turned detective in order tu devote bis life to the 
discovery of the trators of that crime. Incidentally, also, 
Black Milsom, who turns out to be only а foster-father of the 
heroine, is unearthed, the villains are brought to justice, and the 
persecuted made happy. It will be seen from this brief outline 
that the incidents of Stolen are neither very fresh nor very pro- 
bable ; but the play belongs to в class which enlists the sympathies 
of the Jargest number aygoers. The scenery is pretty; snd 
the acting of Miss Hazlewood is natural and pleasing. Mr. J. 
Н. Fitzpatrick as Joyce Harker sustained the chief business of 
the evening, senü gave fresh proofs of bis talents as a melo- 
dramatic actor. Тһе play wis followed by а new farco by Mr.

THE REVENUE FROM GOVERNMENT LOTTERIES. 


Іт appears from an official report published at Florence that 
the revenue derived by the Italian treasury from the Government 
lotteries is 60,000,000 of france, nearly as much as the proceeds of 
the tobacco monopoly. Lottery companies have been established 
Rome, and in the province of Naples 
alone, which contains 868,000 inhabitants, the sums paid yearly 
for lottery tickets amount to from 25,000,000 to 26,000,000 of francs. 
This lottery mania is less prevalent in the North; thns Turin, 
with а population of 942 000, pays only 6,000,000 а year for lottery 
tickets.

meat there against Turkey, Menotti is buisy on his farm at Caprera, 
and neither he nor any member of his family has any idea of going 
to Roumania. C Italian agitators have gone to Bucharest, 
but they are Mazzinians, who have nothing in oommon with Gari- 
baldi. "Mazzini and his friends accuse the General of heving 
caused the failure of the Roman insurrection last year, saying that 
if he had the patience to wait a month longer a revolution would 
have broken out at Rome itself, and that France, in the face of so 
evident а manifestation of the feelings of the Roman people to- 
wards this Government, would not have dared to interfere.

VESUVIUS IN ERUPTION AGAIN, 

INFORMATION has been received from Naples which states that 
streams of lava from Mount Vesuvius have filled up and over- 
flowed Fosse Vetrana, still following the course of the eruption of 
1855. On the 17th inst., during the first two hours, the lava 
flowed at a distance of two kilometres! but afterwards flowed more 
slowly. The upper cone columns of ashes [in the form 
of gigantic pine trees, illumin: by occasional flashes of flame. 
The eruption presented а sublime and magnificent spectacle, and 
many pereons proceeded to the vicinity of the mountain, 
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infantry corps into such confusion that they turned and were fallen 
on by cavalry before they could rally. A court-martial was held 
upon the lieutenant-colonel commanding, who was acquitted ; but 
the corps has since been dissolved, and the officers and men dis- 
tributed among the other battalions of infantry. 


SIAM.—DEATH OF THE KING. 


Tue death of the Supreme King of Siam occurred on the let of 
October. The literary and scientific ecquirements of this remark- 
able man have given him a very high rank among oriental 
monarchs. No information is conveyed as to the successor to the 
throne, but no doubt the next overland mail will bring detailed 
reports from the Court;of Bangkok. His Majesty had been seri- 
ously ill with fever during the latter part of August and tho 
whale of September, and although on several occasions he seemed 
to be recovering, relapses always took place, and recovery was 
hopeless. The fever is supposed to have been caught during the 
visit to Hun Wan, to see the eclipse; and the jungle malaria at 
that place must be very virulent, for eight of the Siamese visitors 
of rank who accompanied the King on that occasion have died 
from fever since their return, including his Royal Highness Krom 
Koon Rachasee,a nephew of the King. His Royal Highness 
Somdetch Chowfa Chulalornkorn, the eldest son of the King, had 
also been ill with the fever, but had apparently quite recovered, 
His Majesty's death will be a great loss to the kingdom of Siam, 
and important consequences may result therefrom. His Majesty 
has proved himself an able, enlightened, and liberal monarch of 
varied accomplishments, whom it will be difficult, if not impossi- 
ble to replace. Some apprehensions were entertained that revolu- 
ti disturbances would take place, and as a matter of precau- 
tion, tho Government was calling out the native militia to be 
ready for all emergencies,

Oa arriving at Villeta the allies found the Paraguayans 
fortified in a very atrong position, having the natural defences of 
miles of swamps, thick woods, and a deep river whose waters 
form a far more effective barrier than any which the skill of mili- 
tary engineers could construct. These difficulties preclude the 
possibility of an attack from the south, but as the ironclads have 
passed the batteries erected on the river side, it is supposed that 
the Marquis of Caxias will divide the forces under his command 
and send en army of 16,000 men over to the Chaco, whence they 
will march up the right bank of the river Paraguay, and гесговв 
near Assumption to attack Lopez from that quarter, at the same 
time that а force is to be sent to march round the swampe'and thus 
hem in the Paraguayans on every side. This course would im- 
mediately bring the war to a close, but it is feared that before 
these measures can be taken they will have retired to occupy some

CRIME IN THE METROPOLIS, 


Tue Chief Commissioner of Police, Sir Richard Mayne, bas bern 
ood enough to forward to us for publication some returns rela'ing 
the number of burglaries pall other crimes of violence cni- 
mitted in London, of a natura to correct [current miesppre'cn 
sions ag to the іпсггазе of crime іп the metropolis, and to ulliv 
unfounded alarm. From them it appears that during the six montis 
from May to October inclusive, 199 burglaries were committed iu 
the metropolitan police district; 92 persons were apprehended tur 
these crimes, and 69 convicted, The street outrages committed in tho 
same period, in which the object was'to obtain possession of property, 
were аз follows ;—Robbery with violence, by day, 10; by nix)’, 
44 ; larceny from the person, of an open or aggravated charseter, Ly 
day, 16; by night 46. Fortheae crimes 102 persons were apprehen’:«, 
of whom 59 were convicted. Similar returns for the ваше months 
of the years 1866 and 1867 аге not prepared or kept at Sootland- 
vard ; but the criminal statistical returns prepared for tho Hemo 
Office, and püblished annually, give the following results. Tho 
number of crimes committed for the twelve montha ending 
September 29ih in the years 1866-67-68 respectively were :—

The number of persons apprehended for these offences was 365 in

tion of a great increase of crimes of violence, which have been іы 
in the yenr ending Sept. 29, 1508, than in the twelve months pre- 
vious, while the appréhensions stand in а higher ratio than pre- 
viously to the offences.
